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niences, wherein the Common wealth hath fo great an intereſt , Haue 
heretefoꝛe by Pur ſenerall Pzoclamations commanded ſuch directions to 
AIST be obſerued, as vpon mature, and deliberate conſideration Wee concriued, 
might beſt tend to theſe ends: And pet thzough wilkulneſſe of diners of 
the Starchmakers, wee haue hitherto failed of Our hopes and deſires, and the miſchiefes haue the 
rather increaſed thꝛough Our lenity. Now hauing lately reteiued an humble petition from diners 
of the Starch makers themſelues, wherebythey haue been humble luiters vnto Us, that if Wee 
would bouchlafe by Our Letters Patents, to incozpozate them into a Wodp politique, to haue a per⸗ 
petuall ſucteſſion, and thereby to enable them, by the helpe of good Lawes and Oꝛdinantes, to go⸗ 
uerne the members of their owne Bodie, that they would not onely ſubmit themſelnes, but would 
alſo be anſwerable vnto Us, foꝛ ſuch a retoꝛmation to follow, as ſhould eaſe vs from further tom⸗ 
plaints: We tonteiuing this to be the moſt pꝛobable meanes foꝛ refoꝛmation, oꝛ to leaue them with⸗ 
out excuſe, which will not bee refoꝛmed, haue been graciouſly pleaſed to incoꝛpoꝛate the Starch⸗ 
makers, and to giue them ſuch power fo2 their gouernement, as they did reaſonably deſire. And the 
Starch makers on their parts. haue vndertaken vnto Us, that they, noꝛ any member oftheir body, 
will at any time hereafter, make any Starch of woheate, Flower, Meale, oꝛ other thing pꝛohibi⸗ 
ted, but will make the ſame of Pollard, and Bzanne onely, and ſell the lame at and foz reaſonable 
pꝛites: And that they will not let vp, oz maintaine any Starch ⸗houſe, oꝛ vſe the making of any 
Starch in any plates, which by the vnfit ſituation thereof, oz by the ill oꝛdering thereof, may bee an 
anopance to others; and that if au others might be pꝛohibited to make Starch to put to ſale, who 
ſhould not ſubmit themſelues to become members of their body, and conſequently bee ſubiett to their 
gonernment: That then they would with the vttermoſt of their endeauours,diſconer all ſuch offen- 


ſuch ſoꝛt as ne ſhould direct. We therefoze calling to mind, that the pꝛites of Coꝛne are now growne 
to much higher rates, then in theſe later and cheaper preres the ſame were at, and perteiuing that 


Wealth, haue taken vpon them to be Starch makers and left their fozmer Trades and Occupatiös, 


directions ſoꝛ that purpele into execution: And to the end that what the Starch makers haue vuder⸗ 
taken on their parts to perfoꝛme, map bee indeed really perkoꝛmed, Wee haue conſtituted and appoin⸗ 
ted a Suruepoꝛ, who ſhall bee Our ſwoꝛne officer, and leruant to that purpoſe, to ouerſee the lame in 
euery part. Now to the end that all Pur louing Dubtects may take knowledge of Pur Ropall 
pleaſureheretn, Wee doe by this Dur pzeſentP2oclamation ſtraitly charge and command , that no 
perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, other thenſuch as are, oꝛ ſhall bee members oftheſaid Company of 
Starchmakers, ſhall pꝛeſume to attempt, oꝛ goe about, to make any Starch at all. 
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That no perſon whatſoener , which ſhall make any Starch, ſhall make the ſame of wheate- 
Flower, Meale, o2 other thing then Pollard, and Bzanne onelp. | 

That no perſon whatſoeuer, ſhall ſet bp, maintaine, oꝛ bſe auy Starch houle, oꝛ any veſſell foꝛ the 
making of Starch, in any place, which foz the ſituation thereof, either in reſpect of the neereneſle 
thereokto any City oz Towne, oꝛ other dwellings,o2 in regard ol the neerenes to any common high 
way, roade, oꝛ o2dinary paſſage of people, is, oꝛ ſhall appeare to be nopſome to any other. 

That no Grocer, Chapman, oꝛ other perſon who vleth to buy Starch to ſellagaine, ſhall bup, vt- 
ter, ſell, oꝛ otherwiſe barter, oz vent any Starch, which they (ſhall know to haue beene made by any 
perſon, who is not aknowen member of the laid Company of Starch makers, ſo as alwayes the 
Starch-makers ſhall be ready to ſell the ſame, at andfoz ſuch reaſonablepziccs.as the ſaid Compa- 
ny haue by their Indenture vnder their common Seale vndertaken, and agreed to ſell the ſame. 

That no perſon pꝛeſume to ſell any Starch as a Huckſter, oꝛ Hawker, from dooze to dooꝛe, in pꝛi- 
uate, oꝛ ſecret, oꝛ other wile then in their owne pꝛoper and open Shops, oꝛ Warehouſes, 

And Our will and pleaſure is, That if any perſon ſhall offend hereafter in any ofthe pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ 
in giuing ayde oꝛ aſſiſtance to any the laid offenders, directly, ozindirectly, that Our Comnuſſioners 
which Wee hereafter ſhall to that purpoſe authoꝛtze, foꝛ the readie hearing, and diſpatch of all com- 
plaints touching the pꝛemiſles, (hall heare and examine all the complaints which (hall be made a⸗ 
gainſt any ſuch offenders, and (hall inflict ſuch puniſhment vpon ſuch offenders, by impꝛilonment, oꝛ 
otherwiſe , as Our ſaid Commiſſioners in their wiſedomes ſhall thinke fit, hauing reſpect vnto the 
qualitie ofthe offences. And if Our ſayd Commiſſioners, ſhall in their good diſcretions finde any, 
whole offence, oz mildemeanour deſerueth to be made moꝛe exemplary, Our pleaſure and command 
is, That ſuch offenders ſhall vndergoe the cenſure, and ſeueritie of Pur Court of Starre chamber. 
fo: the tontempt of Our Pꝛerogatiue No pall, in a matter ot ſuch conſequence, touching the good and 
benefit ot Our people. And to the end our Pleaſure and Command herein, map be the better effected, 
Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command, all and ſingular Juſtices of Peace, Mapoꝛzs, She- 
riffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and all other Pur Officers, and Sublects whatſoeuer, 
whenſoeuer any complaints ſhall be bzought vnto them, oz any of them, ofoz foz any offence oꝛ mil- 
demeanour committed within the limits of their ſeuerall Juriſdictions, at all times, and from time 
to tine, to be ayding and aſliſting to ſuch as ſhall at any time be imployed, in oꝛ about the execution of 
this Hur Oꝛdinante, aud carefully and diligently to doe their vttermoſt endeanonr, that this Hur 
Royall Command herein lignified and expzeſſed, be in all points duelyperfourmed; And that they 
doe not ſuffer any perſon oz perſons whatſoever, within any of their Pzecincts, from and after the 
publication of this Our Pzoclamation,to make oꝛ cauſe to be made, directly oꝛ indirectly, any Starch 
in any other maner, oꝛ in any other place oz places, within this OurRealme of England, Dominion of 
Wales, 02 Poꝛt o2 Towne of Barwicke, then by ſuch perſons, and in ſuch maner, and in ſuch places, as 
are herein directed and intended; but that they ble their vttermoſt powers and endeauours, by al! 
lawfull meanes, to hinder and ſuppzeſſe the ſame. And Hur further will and Command is, That 
not onely Our ſatd Commiſſioners, which are oꝛ ſhall be appointed by Us to this purpoſe, but alſo 
all other Our Juſtices of Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, and other Our chtefe Officers, in 
all the parts of Hur Bealme of England, and Dominion atoꝛelaid, and Pozt and Towne of Barwicke, 
when the nature and quality ofthe offence and contempt ſhall appeare, to deſerue a moꝛe exemplary 
puniſhment as afozelatd, ſhall cauſe all andeuery the offenders againſtany 2Bzanch, Article, oꝛ part 
of this Our Royall Pzoclamation, to be bound with Sureties in good Bonds to Hur vſe , foz their 
appearance befoze Us and Sur Pꝛiuie Counſell, in Our Court ot Starre chamber, there to anlwere 
their tontempts; And ik they, oꝛ any ol them, ſhall refuſe to enter into ſuch Bonds, then to tommit 
euery perſon ſo offending vnto pꝛiſon, there to remaine vntill further oꝛder by Us, and Our Counſe!l, 
ſhall be taken foꝛ their inlargement and releaſe. |
